Frequency of transportation service is determined 
by the density of traffic. In thickly settled communi 
ties, c irs and busses may run on very short headway, 
I br r'1 .sr'* mo many passengers to b<* t arried. In thinly 
settled territory, the schedules must be arranged to fit 
the needs of the people at the time they wish to ride.

We have said repeatedly that what we need is 
VIOHL PASSENGERS. 
I he more we have, the bet 
ter we make the service. I he fewer we have, the more 
difficult it is to render good service. 


By co-operation between the public and the trans­ 
portation companies, there can be improvement in 
transportation. Co-operation comes with understand­ 
ing. Every fare paid to an illegally operated com­ 
petitor of the bus and trolley system makes reliable 
public transportation just so much more difficult to 
maintain.
